T he duties on reapers, binders and

The exam ple of the United States 
has been followed in forbidding the 
im portation of aigrettes, ospreys or 
the plum age of wild birds in any form. 
T he changes take effect im m ediately.

asked why he had not gone about wel 
fare work in the Colorado coal fields 
in a sim ilar way. 
"I did ju st exactly as I have done 
in all of ray investigations,” he said. 
"I picked out the best qualified men 
I could find, placed them in charge 
and tru sted them to do th eir best."

As the 
hearing drew to a close Mr. Rocke 
feller said th a t he v'ould consider a r­ 
bitration of the dispute in the Colora- 
| do field if he could be assured th at 
an unbiased board could be selected. 
H e suggested federal judges as tho 
men best qualified for such a board.

th e w ay things are done, although

treaties reaches the public, but not in 
official form.

Clarke is not responsible for all the 
patronage, but nearly all the disap­ 
pointed office seekers w ere against him. 
Congressm an Floyd of that state says 
that patronage has been a great detri­ 
m ent to men who are holding office. 
H e attributed it to the fact that the 
D em ocrats have been out of office for 
sixteen years and that in that tim e 
m any men have given their support to 
the party and worked hnrd aud feel 
that they are entitled to rewards. 
As 
a consequence, there are fifteen or 
tw enty candidates for every office, and 
when an appointm ent is made the dis­ 
appointed men are alm ost sure to be 
antagonistic to the man who is re­ 
sponsible for the appointment. 


A Sw ift Canalboat.

How are “gun men’’ made? 
“Gyp the 
Blood,” “Lefty Lonle.” 
“Whitey I>ewta” and “Dago Frank" 
will die in Sing Sing during the week 
of April 13 an lees tbs governor of 
New York intervenes. 
When their 
bodies are lifted from the chair society 
will rest content in the belief that it 
has done its utmost to make their 
cases crime deterrents. 
All society seems to ask is: Did they 
kill Herman Rosenthal, the gambler 
and “squealer,” who was shot in New 
York in July, 1912? And will they pay 
the penalty? 
Doubtless this is sod 
ety’s first responsibility. 
But shall we stop there? asks Win 
throp D. Lane In the Survey. 
Is 
not important to learn as much as pos 
Bible of their early Lives and assoria 
dons to discover bow we may prevent 
more “gun men" from being made? 
Where did these four boys come from? 
Who are their parents? 
How was 
their childhood spent? 
Did they be­ 
come murderers In a day? 
"Lefty Louie” was born in the heart 
of New York’s congested lower east 
side. The family Is one of respectable 
orthodox Jews. 
No suspicion of crime 
has ever been lodged against any other 
member of the family. 
Became a "Street Fiend." 
After an illness at the age of six the 
doctor said that Louie must have all 
the fresh air he could get. 
At that 
time the family was poor, and the only 
fresh air for Louie was In the street 
In a couple of years he became, says 
his father, a “street fiend." The first 
misdeed his family knew about hap­ 
pened when be was eleven or twelve. 
He was sent to a private school and 
after that worked in a store and his 
father’s office. 
But his passionate 
longing for the street continued. 
His 
first arrest was in 1907, when Louie 
was sixteen. 
Soon after he came out 
he was arrested for picking a pocket. 
“Whitey Lewis” came to the United 
States from Poland in 1900, when 
twelve years old. 
His parents are 
poor. 
The excitement of street life in 
New York city was too much for 
“Whitey,” and during his first year in 
a new environment he made the ac­ 
quaintance of professional criminals in 
Chinatown. 
At sixteen he pleaded 
guilty to grand larceny In th© second 
degree. Two other convictions for sim­ 
ilar 
offenses 
followed, 
and 
then 
"W hitey” entered the army and went 
to the Philippines. 
There he stabbed a man and was 
given hard labor for three months and 
dishonorably discharged. 
He returned 
to this country and fell in with old 
associates. 
Two of “Whitey’s” brothers have 
been arrested, one as a pickpocket. 
“Dago Frank" was confirmed In a 
Protestant Episcopal church. His fam­ 
ily attended the church regularly, and 
It has been said that Frank sang in 
the choir. He began work at fifteen as 
an errand boy. Soon after he left this 
job he was convicted of carrying con­ 
cealed weapons. 
This is the only 
charge, except that of murdering Ro­ 
senthal, ever made against him. Frank 
says the weapons were handed to him 
by an ex-convict and that he was 
caught with them fifteen minutes later. 
By what steps he came to be a mem­ 
ber of the notorious Zeiig gang it is 
difficult to learn. 
The attorney who 
defended him thinks that it was the 
evil associations Frank formed while 
in the reformatory that caused his un­ 
doing. 
Th* Lure of the Pool Room. 
"Gyp the Blood” was a childhood 
companion of “Lefty Louie,” the story 
of his entrance into lawbreaking is 
much the same as that of "Lefty’s." 
His father is well to do. From the age 
of eight to thirteen "Gyp” received in­ 
struction In the religious teaching of 
his race. 
With “Lefty" be frequented 
pool rooms. 
At seventeen he was ar­ 
rested for the first time, the charge bo­ 
ing petit larceny. He was discharged. 
The next year for a similar offense he 
was sentenced to nine months in the 
city reformatory. He served a second 
term in the reformatory and then a 
year in the state penitentiary. Two of 
“Gyp’s" brothei-s have been arrested 
also. 
Such are the histories of four young 
men now looked upon as desperate and 
hardened criminals. 
Yet beyond their 
connection with one crime the world 
has shown no concern in the stages by 
which their criminal careers developed. 
None of the parents of the gun men has 
ever been charged with crime. Gradu­ 
ally the four made the acquaintance 
of older boys and men who had mas­ 
tered the trick of turning an easy dol­ 
lar. 
Their own entrances into crime 
were gradual and began in every case 
but that of "Dago Frank" with at­ 
tempts to get spending money easily. 
Do not these facts suggest tile im 
portance not only of punishing crimi­ 
nals. but also of finding out why they 
are criminals? asks the writer.

Such a hiatus in the existence of man 
could It be brought about successfully 
would add materially to his apparent 
life span and tide him over many criti­ 
cal periods. 
Such are the thoughts occupying the 
mind of the Russian scientist, who is 
making exhaustive experiments along 
the very lines which suggest them. He 
has succeeded in suspending the vital 
functions of lower organisms by dry 
ing and restoring them by the applica­ 
tion of moisture. 
He has accomplished the same ends 
in some insects by submitting them to 
varying degrees of low temperature 
and afterward applying heat 
Now he la gradually ascending in 
the scale of life, but with the frank 
confession that he dares not hope that 
his successes will reach the height to 
which he aspires.—Boston Herald

How are "gun men” made? 
“Gyp the 
Blood,” 
“Lefty 
Louie," 
“W hitey le w is' 
and “Dago F rank” 
will die In Bing Sing during the week 
of April 13 unless the governor of 
New 
York Intervenes. 
W hen their 
bodies are lifted from the chair society 
will rest content In the belief th a t It 
has done its utm ost to m ake their 
cases crim e deterrents. 
All society seems to ask Is: Did they 
kill H erm an Rosenthal, the gam bler 
and “squealer,” who was shot in New 
York in July, 1912? And will they pay 
the penalty? 
Doubtless this Is soci­ 
ety’s first responsibility. 
But shall we stop there? asks W in­ 
throp D. Lane In the Survey. 
Is it 
not im portant to learn as much as pos­ 
sible of their early lives and associa­ 
tions to discover how we may prevent 
more “gun men” from being made? 
W here did these four boys come from? 
Who are their parents? 
How was 
their childhood spent? 
Did they be­ 
come m urderers In a day? 
“Lefty Louie” was born In the heart 
of New York’s congested lower east 
side. The family Is one of respectable 
orthodox Jews. 
No suspicion of crim e 
has ever been lodged against any other 
member of the family. 


Became a “Street Fiend." 
A fter an illness at the age of six the 
doctor said th at Louie m ust have all 
the fresh air he could get. 
At th at 
tim e the fam ily was poor, and the only 
fresh air for Louie w as In the s tre e t 
In a couple of years he became, says 
his father, a “street fiend." 
The first 
misdeed his family knew about hap­ 
pened w hen he was eleven or twelve. 
H e w as sent to a private school and 
after th a t worked In a store and his 
father’s 
office. 
But 
his 
passionate 
longing for the street continued. 
His 
first arrest was in 1907, when Louie 
was sixteen. 
Soon afte r he cam e out 
he was arrested for picking a pocket. 
“W hitey Lewis” cam e to the United 
States from 
Poland in 1900, when 
tw elve years old. 
His parents are 
poor. 
The excitem ent of street life in 
New York city was too much for 
“W hitey,” and during his first year In 
a new environm ent he made the ac­ 
quaintance of professional crim inals In 
Chinatown. 
A t sixteen 
he pleaded 
guilty to grand larceny In the second 
degree. Two other convictions for sim ­ 
ilar 
offenses 
followed, 
and 
then

given hard labor for three m onths and 
dishonorably discharged. 
He returned 
to this country and fell In w ith old 
associates. 
Two of “W hitey’s” brothers have 
been arrested, one as a pickpocket 
“ Dago Frank" w as confirmed In a 
Protestant Episcopal church. His fam ­ 
ily attended the church regularly, and 
it has been said th at F rank sang In 
the choir. H e began work a t fifteen as 
an errand boy. 
Soon after he left this 
job he was convicted of carrying con­ 
cealed 
weapons. 
This Is the only 
charge, except th at of m urdering Ro­ 
senthal, ever made against him. Frank 
says the weapons were handed to him 
by an ex-convlct and th a t he was 
caught with them fifteen m inutes later. 
By w hat steps he came to be a mem­ 
ber of the notorious Zelig gang it is 
difficult to learn. 
The attorney who 
defended him thinks th at It w as the 
evil associations Frank form ed while 
in the reform atory that caused his un­ 
doing. 
Th# Lure of tho Pool Room. 
“Gyp the Blood” was a childhood 
companion of “ Lefty Louie,” the story 
of his entrance into law breaking is 
much the sam e as that of “Lefty’s.’’ 
His father is well to do. From the age 
of eight to thirteen “Gyp” received in­ 
struction In the religious teaching of 
his race. 
W ith "Lefty" lie frequented 
pool rooms. 
At seventeen he w as a r­ 
rested for the first time, the charge bo­ 
ing petit larceny. 
He was discharged. 
The next year for a sim ilar offense he 
was sentenced to nine months in the 
city reform atory. 
He served a second 
term In the reform atory and then a 
year In the state penitentiary. Two of 
“Gyp’s” brothers have been arrested 
also. 
Such are the histories of four young 
men now looked upon as desperate and 
hardened criminals. 
Yet beyond their 
connection with one crime the world 
has shown no concern in the stages by 
which their crim inal careers developed. 
None of the parents of the gun men has 
ever been charged with crime. G radu­ 
ally the four made the acquaintance 
of older boys and men who had mas­ 
tered the trick of turning an easy dol­ 
lar. 
Their own entrances into crime 
w ere gradual and began in every case 
but th at of “Dago Frank” with a t­ 
tem pts to get spending money easily. 
Do not these facts suggest the Im 
portance not only of punishing crim i­ 
nals. but also of finding out why they 
are crim inals? asks the writer.

He has accomplished the sam e ends 
in some Insects by subm itting them to 
varying degrees of low tem perature 
and afterw ard applying h eat 
Now he Is gradually ascending in 
the scale of life, but with the frank 
confession th at he dares not hope that 
his successes will reach the height to 
which he aspires.—Boston Herald.

The editor’s Paris home is at 37 Ave­ 
nue d’lena, and he established also a 
country home and a villa at Beaulieu, 
on the coast of the M editerranean. 
Mr. B ennett’s nearest relative is his 
sister, Mrs. Isaac Bell, who has a son 
and daughter, all of whom live abroad.

Royalties and Land Profits Involved 
rn Firm* Alleged Intereit in 
Section 11-46-29 
Partnership affairs alleged to ex 
ist between H. J. Kruse, formerly 
superintendent of the Rogers, Brown 
Ore Co., and Chester D. Tripp, presi­ 
dent of the company, are to be aired 
in a suit for an accounting instituted 
by Mr. Kruse, the title of the case 
being 
H. J. Kruse ve Chester D. 
Tripp and the (.Tow Wing Land Co 
In the complaint just filed Mr 
Kruse allege* that he entered into 
a partnersh/ip contract with Mr. Tripp 
in June, 1910, and that they were to 
share profits and losses equally. 
Mr. Kruse asserts (further that he 
had purchased in his own name and 
for himself the surface rights in the 
south half of the northwest quarter 
of section l l , township 46, range 29 
and at that time the Pine Tree Lum­ 
ber Co. owned the merchantable iron 
ore under the surface, of which there 
are millions of tons. 
In said partnership agreement and 
as a ipart thereof, recites tne com­ 
plaint, the defendant proposed that 
he handle the surface rights of said

TH E BOTTOM OF THE SEA. 


W hen It Falls Out, if It Ever Does, 
Goodby Old World. 
W hen the bottom of the sea give*- 
w ay from Home fu tu re volcanic d istu rb ­ 
ance th e whole earth will Im* consum ed 
In flames, just us other worlds every 
d ay are being consum ed, according to 
Louis Kubourdin. th e French scientist. 
Recent volcanic disturbances lead this 
scientist to believe th a t such ii tim e is 
not fur distant. 
T he earth 's crust Is 
very thin at the bottom of th e sea. he 
says. and he adds th a t the t W r on 
w hich we stand is m ore frail th an we 
are led to believe. 
M. Ra bourd in imagines a disaster so 
g reat as to Involve the whole earth. If 
such nu event should occur he thinks 
th a t from a d istant world its appear­ 
ance and progress would exactly p aral­ 
lel w h at we ourselves .so© in the ease 
of th e “novae.” or d ista n t stars, th at 
blaze out in the heavens from tim e to 
time. 
M. Rabourdiu says: “Suppose th at 
following upon an extraordinary tw ist­ 
ing movement, due to retrea t of th e 
central mass, a large m ass of the sea 
bottom should give w ay and, falling 
suddenly, should let in tho m ass of tho 
ocean's w aters upon the incandescent 
interior m atter? 
T h e w ater would be 
decomposed by the heat, the hydrogen 
wmuld burn, an d It w ould burn more as 
it had access to m ore oxygen. The 
conflagration would th u s gain gradual 
ly In force, accom panied by electric 
phenomena, and the g reater part of 
th e ea rth 's cru st would probably be 
displaced. T he earth, passing through 
a critical epoch and returning for the 
tim e being to its form ative period, 
would again be nothing but a globe of 
fire. 
“ F or the faroff worlds th ai swing 
In sidereal space this would be the phe­ 
nomenon of a new s ta r th a t blazes out 
all at ouce, increases in brilliancy as if 
It w ould eclipse the lum inous splendor 
of all its neighbors and then becomes 
feebler and feebler, to disappear finally 
forever in th e profound darkness of the 
limitless distance.” 
W hen such a catastrop he takes place. 
if it ever does, th a t will be the “end 
of th e w orld," so fa r as we a t least are 
concerned.—New York World.

HARVEST WEED FOR SOAP. 


K ansas Farm *rs Find Source of Income 
From Common Plant. 
R esidents of w estern K ansas have 
found an unexpected source of Income 
In th e h arvesting of Spanish bayonet 
or soap weed to supply the dem ands 
of soap m anufacturers. 
T here 
are 
various 
plants 
in 
the 
so u th w est locally know n as soap weed, 
but th e one gathered by tile K ansas 
farm ers. Yucca baoata, a species w ith 
exceptionally large fruits, is most valu­ 
able. 
T h e soap m an u factu rers use th e 
top or th e roots. 
E ight dollars a ton is th e ordinary 
price paid for the plants in bulk a t the 
shipping point, while the estim ated 
cost of cutting, baling and hauling Is 
$5 to $0. depending upon the distance 
to th e railroad. 
As a m an can ordi­ 
narily get out a ton a duy the g ath e r­ 
ing of th e weeds enables one to m ake 
a fair d a y ’s w ages a t a tim e w hen 
other ran ch activities a re not pressing. 
A fter cutting the plants are allowed 
to d ry sixty to ninety days and then 
baled. 
T his w eed has long been used by In ­ 
dian an d M exican w om en to m ake a 
soapy decoction w hich A ley employ to 
w ash th eir hair.
